Comment of the Press. 

S;. Louw, February 13.—{Special.}—The 
Globe-Vemocrat has interviews with some- 
thihg over five hundred leading republicans, 
in all the northern, eastern, western and north- 
western and southwestern states, and the gen- 

ral expression of opinion may be summed up 

as follows: There is first of all, a general feel- 
ing of gladness: among republicans who favor 
party success rather than any one man’s per- 
sorin! triumph, that the old man of the sea has 
been lifted from the necks. of the republican 
Sinbad. The belief is very general that Mr. 
Blaine is sincere, and that the people will take 
him at is word and let some other man forge 
his way to the front. All who take this view 
believe Mr. Blaine’s declination to mean suc- 
cess for the party in 1588. 

As to probable candidates most favored, the 
names suggested are Sherman, Lincoln, Sheri- 
dau, Gresham, Allison, Harrison and Hawley. 
It is remarkable how many of the parties 
intersiewed favored Sheridan. There is 
much talk in this connection about Mr. 
Blaine’s self-sacrifice and so forth. 

A second lot of interviewed parties believe 
Mr. tlaine’s letter to mean that he will not 
except the nomination unless it is tendered to 
him by the unanimous yote of the convention 
and the approval of the other candidates. 
This feeliffg is particularly strong in Kansas. 

A third set of opinions are well expressed 
for their holders by General Alger, of Detroit, 
himself a possible candidate. He says: 

‘Lam not greatly surprised at the Blaine let- 
ter and believe that it removes Mr. Blaine 
from the possibility of a nomination. While 
it jas for some time past been clear that as the 
situation stood Mr. Blaine had a walk-over for 
the nomination, yet there has been an element 
in the party that did not want him nominated 
and this representation is strong enough to 
take him at his word and hold him there, if 
there was any desire of his part to take back 
what he has written. No, sir, that letter has 
been written for just what appears on its face. 
Perhaps it is the wisest thing that Mr. Blaine 
could do. Whocan say? lowa men. think 
Blaine's withdrawel clears the track for Alli-

‘‘New Jersey men are sorry for the letter. 
They believe protection to be the issue in the 
next campaign and think no ene could present 
that issue like’ Blaine.

the Letter Was Received in Wash- 
ington. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Biaine’s letter announcing that he will 
not be a candidate before the national republi- 
can convention, has been the chief topic of 
conversation among both senators and repre- 
senatives today. The republicans, however, 
of course, anifest more interest in the letter 
than fle democrats. Many republicans ac- 
cept it as a sincere declaration that he has 
given up the race. Some republicans, and 
many democrats say he could not have madea 
more effective bid for the nomination, and re- 
gard it as affording no evidence that he will 
not be the republican candidate. I give below 
the views of some members as expressed to.me 
today: 

Senator Voorhees thinks the letter a very 
urgent appeal for the nomination, and an at- 
tempt to make his party unitedly and unani- 
mously ask him to make the race. 

Senator Plumb, of Kansas, thinks it a sin- 
cere withdrawal. 

Senator Berry, ef Arkansas, has no faith 
in its sincerity. 

Senator Davis, of Minnesota, thinks it a frank 
withdrawal. 

Senator Blair says he thinks Blaine means 
what he says, but his deciination is a mis- 
fortune to the republican party. 

“Billy’’ Chandler thinks the letter a truthful 
avowal of his purpose not to become a can- 
didate. 

Senator Frye said—‘‘I think the letteris 
exactly what it purports to be—an instruction 
to Mr. Blaine’s friends not to present his name 
tothe convention. It does not debar the 
convention from selecting him if it chooses.”’ 

Senator Farwell said: ‘In reading between 
the lines, Ll infer that Mr. Blaine has@ ger 
desire for renomination. It seems to Mé€ that 
if it were Mr. Blaine’s sincere intention to de- 
cline or refuse the nomination he would have 
signed his name at the end of the first para- 
graph.”’ 

Senator Chandler said: ‘‘Blaine’s decision 
not to run is in-ac Withehis constant 
declarations fer a year and a half made to his 
most intimate friends. It is taken becanse he 
has been resolved not to undergo the labors” 
and troubles and to incur the responsibilities 
involved in the candidacy. Beyond all ques- 
tion his decision is sincere and irrevocable.’’ 

In the house his friends ameng the repvubli- 
cans do not think the letter will prevent him 
from getting the nomination, and four out of 
tive republicans express as their opinion 
that the letter was written in sincerity. How- 
ever, all democrats do not believe likewise.

CoLtumBues, O., February 15.--John Sher 
man, who is in the city, on hearing that Mr. 
Blaine would not allow his name to be used be- 
fore the Chicago convention, said that he had 
been expecting some such utterance from Mr. 
Blaine for some time. He had understood 
it would be forthcoming. Mr. Blaine was one 
of the foremost Americans, whom every re- 
publican would have delighted to honor, and 
it was a source of regret that he had concluded 
not to make the race again. Mr. Sherman did 
not care to talk much about Mr. Biaine’s let- 
ter, and thought it would cause a number of 
other eandidates to come to. the front. He 
proposed to make the race for the Ohio dele- 
gation and would contest honorably fur the 
nomination. Mr. Blaine was a republican 
whoecould sweep the country if nomineted, 
but he understood all along that he would not 
again seek the nomination. It was on_ this 


hypothesis that he (Sherman) had entered the

What the Georgians Think. 

The following is the opinions of the Georgia 
delegation : 

Mr. Candler—It struck me as being a bid for 
the nomination, and, in fact, as a mere subster- 
fuge.

When 
this antagonism between them has waxed 
warm he can again be brought forward as the 
man around whom the whole party will

_ “Before the nomination by the republicans 
in 1876 Mr. Blaine was very anxious $9 obtain 
the presidency, and worked for it with the aid 
of his friends. He was disappointed when it 
went toanother man in thé mannet it did, 
{n 1880 he was : till anxious, although in a 
lesser degree, and his disappointmrent was less 
marked. In 1584 he had toa great extent teat 
the desire for the office, and now he withdraws 
from the contest because he has no wish to be- 
come president. He takes a keen interest in 
literary work and wants rest and qniet. I as- 
sure you these are the only reasons for Mr. 
Blaine’s letter that are known’to me. Every- 
body sooner or later loses the desire for some- 
thing which they were once anxious to Obtain, 
and this is entirely true in the- case of Mr. 
Biaine.”’ 

“Is not Mr. Blaine’s letter sonvewhat incon- 
sistent with the actions of friénds, presuinably 
with his consent, in working for the control of 
state delegations and cemmittees ?’’ 

“No sir, it is not inconsistent. Nosuch work 
has been done by us. Of course I have re- 
ceived countless letters on this subject from 

eople north, south, east and west. ° Mr. 

Slaine’s friends have not sought to set np or 
secure a singie delegate anywhere. Wehave 
inade no concerted action. There has been no 
meeting to map out a course favorable to Mr. 
Biaine, and I assure you that whatever has 
been done by the admirers of Mr. Blaine has 
been done on their own account, and not at 
the instance of his close friends. We have 
done nothiug to secure the nojnination for Mr. 
Biaine. When people write to ine on the sub- 
ject I send them in reply the cali of the con’ 
vention as issued by the committee, and some 
extracts from papers of the convention of 1834. 
i have writtenno letters in Mr. Blaine’s in- 
terest.”’ 

“Was this letter laid befors any sort of 
meeting of his sriends, or of the national com- 
mittee Y”’ 

“It was not. The letter was received by me 
on ‘Tuesday last, it having come directly fram 
Florence to me. It was entirely in Mr 
Biaine’s handwriting. As you see, by its 
opening sentence, it was intended for the re- 
publican party. I did not tell anybody of its 
existence until Friday. Evyenaman as elose 
to Mr. Blaine as Stephen B. Elkins knew 
nothing of the existence of this letter until this 
morning.”’ 

Joseph D. Weeks, financial secretary of the 
republican national committee, in commenting 
on Mr. Blaine’s letter, said: 

“I think Blaine is perfectly sincere in what 
he says, but [ do not think his withdrawal will 
prevent his nomination or his acceptance of 
the nOémination if thrust upon him. He owes 
too much to the republican party for that. The 
issue next year will be tariff vs. free-trade,and 
as Blaine is the strongest oxponent of the pro- 
tection system pow before the people, it would 
not surprise me to see him nominated in spite 
of ali.’’

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TALKS WITH ATLANTIANS. 


Several Prominent Republibans Interviewed 
Abgvut the Letter. 

The’ Blaine letter and Chairman A. E. 
Buck’s call for a meeting of the republican 
state executive committee excited muck in- 
terest yesterday. A CONSTITUTION reperter 
climbed the grand stairway at the custom house 
yesterday afternoon, and in about two minutes 
stood in the cosy oftice of Colonel A. E. Buck, 
the chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee of the republican party of Georgia. 

“Come right in,’’ said the colonel, ‘‘and 
take a chair.”’

I want to know 
what you think ®f the Blaine letter printed ‘in 
today's CONSTITUTION.” 

‘*Now, you know that I am always Rory glad 
to give the newspaper boys anything in the 
form of news, but [ ai afraid you will find me 
very searce of the article today. The Blaine 
letter, eh? It was in today’s CONSITUTION ; 
this morning you say ’”’

Whatever reasons Mr. Blaine and his friends have 
to be pleased withthe 1ereption of his letter fiom 
Fiorence, pride in his reputation asa sincere and 
truthiul man cannot Le among them. It would not 

efasy to name any prominent public man in 
either eee from whom adocument of this sort 
would be interpreted with so much and so general 
donbtas to whether its writer meant what he said 
or said ali that he meant. The question that every- 
body is asking is not “what are to be 
the consequences of the disappearance 
of Mr. Blaine as a possible republican 
candidate,’ but the far different and uniicttering 
question, ‘‘Is he really off? And for the solution 
of this highly interesting probiem the study of the 
letter itself affords very little material. On the con- 
trary, it is plain from the varying opinions of men 
prominent in the republican party, and possessed of 
as good means as exist, fo discover the real signifi- 
cance of the letter, that the longer and more care- 
fully they study it the less sure they are that they 
know Mr. Blaine’s actual intention in writing. The 
first thing that strikes every reader of the 
letter, is, as we pointed out yesterday 
morning, that he does not say that 
he will, under no circumstances, be the candidate 
of his party. If that was what he meant, nothing 
would have been easier than for him to say so in 
words that no one could mistake, ignore or deny. 
Im recogniving the general uncertainty of the mean- 
ing of Mr. Blaine’s letter, we do not wish to be un- 
derstco1 as accusing himof duplicity. He has not 
convinced eliher his friends or his opponents that 
he will not accept a nomination, nor has he suc- 
ceeded, if he wished to do so, in making the nomi- 
naiim possible. Foer°all practical purposes, there- 
fore, the situation is mot mater.ally changed. 

The Sun will say: 

Mr. Blaine’s withdrawal from the canvass is no 
surprise to unprejudiced observers. It is unques- 
tionably sincere and decisive. No expectation need 
be entertained that the admirers and ardeut per- 
sonal friends ot Mr. Blaine will be able to put the 
nomination upon him in spite of his refusal, He is 
positively and finally out of the running. There 
ure several reasons whieb estaclish this proposition. 
In the first place there is no’ qssible cause for the 


withdrawa!, except thaciear and settled 4 urpose of

No man can say 
with certainty how far this prospect influenced the 
strength on either side—whether the number 
brought to the republican pdrty bythe popularity of 
its leader exceeded the number cast against it in 
order to compass his defeat or withdrawal, opin- 
ions will differ widely. We believe that the ex} ec- 
tation of Mr. Blaine’s uomination increasel the 
strength of the republican party, as a whole, 
to a cousiderabie extent.

A Bill in the House to Punish the Publica« 
tion of Lottery Tickets. 


WasHtneton, February 13.—In the house 
Mr. Brower, of North Carolina, introduced a 
resolution instructing the committee on wa 
and means to report what reas it has mae 
in the consideration of bills repealing the im- 
ternal revenue taxes, and to state at what 
— such bills are likely to be reported to the 

onse.

‘The bill would,’’ he said, ‘‘nrevent 
any paper,no matter where published, from 
coming into the district, and wonid infringe 
upon the liberty of the pregs.”’

John T. Clarke, of the Pataula Circuit, was 
designated to preside in his stead.) 

Clarke, J.—1. We see no such error in the 
charge of the court, or in its failure or refusals 
to charge, or in its exclusion of evidence, as to 
call for a new trial. 

2. The damages are not excessive. 

3, When a new trial is granted without 
specifying the ground of the. grant, it will 
be affirmed upon any satisfactory ground taken 
in the motion. 

4. In a proper case, where the motion alleges 
that “the verdict is contrary to the law’’ and 
“contrary to the evidence” and ‘‘without evi- 
dence to gn ae it,’’ the judge may 2 segs 
that is is ‘decidedly and strongly against the 
weight of the evidence,” without that ground 
being specially taken in the motion. 

_5. There is no absolute or invariable rule, 
limiting the granting of new trial, in the court 
below, on that ground, to the first grant. 

6. After one such grant on that ground, a 
subsequent grant on account of supposed con- 
flict between the evidence and the verdict, will 
be closely scrutinized to see that the discretion 
of the court below has been justly and wisely 
exercised in view of the peculiar issues and 
facts of each case, and having due regard to 
the general considerations of the fitness of 
juries to ascertain facts, and of the necessity 
that there inust be some end to litigation. 

7. The grant of a second new trial in this 
case was, upon careful scrutiny, not unjust or 
unwise. 

8. In view of the wide-spread local interests 
and excitements connected with the case, and 
the large amonnts to be affected by the litiga- 
tion of which it is a part, and of the far-reach- 
ing responsibilities which may follow the pre- 
cedent, we feel less hesitation in sanctioning 
this grant of a second rehearing upon the facts.

Kibbee, J.—Originally, in the absence of 
statutory provision, decrees of courts of equity, 
of whatever kind or nature, operated strictly 
and exclusively in personam, and the only 
remedy for their enforcement was by process 
‘for contempt. Under the legislative provis- 
ious of this state, decrees for money may be 
enforced by execution. Whenaparty is de- 
creed to perform a duty or do any act, other 
than the inere payment of money, which the 
court has jurisdiction to adjudge that he shall 
do, if he disobeys, he is guilty of contempt,and 
his arrest and imprisonmeht is notin violation 
of the coustitutional prohibition of imprison- 


ment for debt; but if a court of equity should , 


render a simple decree for money, based on a 
verdict for an amount of money. such a decree 
may be enforeed by the ordinary common law 
process against property; and a failure to pay 
the amount of the decree would not be a con- 
tempt authorizing compulsory process against 
the person of the party in default, to be.resort- 
ed to toenferce payment. Therefore where a 
money decree in favor of a legatee against an 
executor awarded an execution for its enforce- 
ment, it was error to add an alternative that 
if the defendant failed to pay the amount of 
the decree by atime specified. he should be 
heid and deqmed™to be in contempt. Code, 
S$5000, 4215, 4216; 29 Mo. 285; 44 Ga. 220; 1 
Story’s Ey. Jur. §$§$708-710.

Blandford, J.-—-An offer of a reward for the 
delivery to the sheriff of a county of a person 
guilty of a crime, is nothing more than a prop- 
Osition or offer to the public, and until some 


one complics with the terms and conditions’ 


thereof, it mav be withdrawn. Where the 
plaintiffs arrested a woman and delivered her 
to the sheriff, and upon her committing trial 
before a maxistrate, she was discharged for 
want of sufficient evidence to warrant her 
commitment, and thereupon the ofter of a re- 
ward was withdrawn, even though one of the 
the parties who made the offer told one of 
those who had made the arrest to go on, and 
that he would pay such person 
what his services were 
worth, and although a warraut for the same 
woman may have been subsequently obtained 
by the person making the offer and executed 
by the other party as a bailiff, and upon her 
trial she may have been convicted of the 
offence, this did not authorize a recovery of 
the reward offercd; nor could a recovery be 
had ona quantim meruit, in the absence of 
any pleadings for that purpose and of evidence 
as tothe yaiue of the services rendered and 
their nature. It was, therefore, error to 
charge that if the reward was offored, and the 
plaintiffs thereupon furnished evidence going 
toshow that the woman was guilty of the 
crime, they would be entitled to recover the 
amount of the reward; and to refuse to charge 
to the contrary.

A Bill Which Should Pass. 

Representative Cox. of New York, has 
introduced a bill in congress providing for 
the classification of postoffice clerks, for 
first-class offices, on the same plan as_ that 
governing the classification in all of the 
other departments of the government. 

The bill, if passed, will benefit not only 
the clerks interested, but will prove of much 
greater service to the public in insuring a 
greater degree of certainty and thoroughness 
in the work of the postoffice. The bill pro- 
vides that all clerks in first-class offices, 

_ heads of departments exeepted, shall be 
classified in six classes, the salaries ranging 
from $600 per annum for the’first, to $1,400 
for the sixth; and further, that promotions 

in all classes be made regularly. . 

Postoiiice clerks are worked harder and 
receive less pay than the employes of any 
other of the departments of the government, 
allof which, except the postoffice, have 
the eight hour law.

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton market, says 
that for the week ending Friday evening, 
the total receipts have reached 90,583 bales, 
against 08,668 bales last week, 90,130 bales 
the previous week, and 105,405 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1887, 4,682,736. bales. 
against 4,594,659 bales for the same period 
of 1886-7, showingan increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 88,097 bales. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 685,400 bales. For immediate 
delivery, the total sales foot up this week 
1,006 bales, including: 50 for export, and 
166 for consumption. The imports into 
continental ports this week have been 38,000 
bales. ‘These figures indicate a decrease in 
the cotton in sight,of 205,959 bales, as com- 
pared with same date of 1887, a decrease of 
46,362 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1586, and an -increase of 
63,909 bales as compared with 1885. 

The above totals show that the old inte- 
rior stocks have decreased during the week 
10,053 bales and are 33,149 bales more than 
atthe same period jast year. The receipts 
at the sane towns have been 7,637 bales jess 
than the same week last year, and since 
September 1, the receipts at all the towns 
are 12,773 bales more than for the same 
time in 1886-7. 

- The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,027,569 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 4,879,377 bales; in 1885-6 
were 4,779,722 bales. Aithoygh the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
99,583 bales, the actual movement from

A Great Man's Littleness. 

Count Tolstoi’s work on ‘‘Napoleon and 
the Russian Campaign,’’ perhaps throws 
new light upon one of the most interesting 
chapters in history. 

According tothe Russian writer, Napo- 
leon believed that every onward movement 
was atriumph. He knew nothing of the 
country he was invading. His plans of bat- 
tle were all impracticable, and were all 
abandoned after a few shets had been fired. 
In fact, it was soon found on both sides 
that battles availed nothing. Ths czar was 
heipless, and his army was uscless, while 
Napoleon himself was a niere bubble tossed 
about upon the fiery crest of battle. The 
French when they reached Moscow rushed 
on because they wanted food, wine and 
clothing. During the occupation of Mos 
cow, the army was altogether lawless, and 
the emperor had no control over it. He was 
kind to the inhabitants and to his troops 
because he coukl not help himself. When 
he paid off his troops it was in counterfeit 
Russian money, manufactured by himself! 

The burning of the city left the French in 
midwinter in a desolate country, surrounded 
by foes. Even then it was not the Russian 
army that forced the invaders out of the 
country. It was the common people, who 
burned their homes and property, leaving 
the territory entir@y bare. Our author pic- 
tures the French as a freezing, ragged, hun- 
gry rabble rushing homeward in one com- 
pact body, with but one idea, to get out of 
Russia. At the head of the army ran the 


then the dukes. At last Napoleon eut loose 
from his soldicrs, and seated in a carriage 
between two fat men to keep him warm, 
drove with all possible haste to his beloved 
France.

There are some queer things in Tolstoi’s 
book, and tlie admirers of Napoleon will 
shake their heads as they read, but some of 
his facts arein a measure sustained by 
French historians, and notably the counter- 
feit money incident. 

It is weli cnough to show ap the weakness, 
the littleness and the meanness of a-man 
who has been regarded by millions as almost 
a demigood. When the whole truth is told 
Napoleon will still stand out as the greatest 
man of his time, despite his selfishness, his 
mistakes, and his crimes. The ordinary 
run of mankind will find some consolation 
in the diseovery that this Colossus, wnder 
some circumstances, Was a very smal] and a 
very helpless man, who in his career fre- 
quently illustrated the truth of hisown say- 
ing: ‘There is but one step from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous.”

A Northern Defense of the South. 

The Springfield Republican, one of the 
most conservative of New England newspa-

He could not move with his 
slaves to a territory, a point settled by the 
election of Lincoln. Naturally the south- 
erner could not endure these violations of 
his constitutional rights. At last, when he 
saw the government in the hands of his en- 
emies, he felt that it was time to part com- 
pany, and believing that the union of states 
was a voluntary alliance, he proceeded to

In those 
days the southerner believed that his state 
was soverign and commanded his allegiance.

If we do not give 
the northerutr’s here, it is beeanse our readers have 
heard it for many years, We need not repeat to 
them that slavery was a gigantic evil, or’ that to 
keep this peop oue nation was’ worth ell it cost. 
But we would do justice to our fellow-couptrymen 
of the south. They were mistaken, and they paid a 
tremendsnus penalty. Think how men love the flag 
they have fought unde: fer four jong years, aud 
measure the angu!sh when that flag sink to rise no 
seaten, thinned, impoverished, the men of 
the south had to face and make a wholly new fu- 
They acceyted the overthrow of slavery, and 


| the indissolibie unity of these states, as facts; as 
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facts they made the best of them, until they grew 
reconeiled to the result, glad slavery was gone, and 
attached to the unicn they bad fought tobreak. In 
building up their waste places, in looking forward 
and not back, In joining hands to create a new 
America, they have shown themselves braver men 
than on the battle-field. We are prond of them as 


to repent or to be ashamed of tlreir past.

The attomn2y-general moved an amendment 
to the effect that the house regretted the in- 
dignity to Mr. O’Brien, but, considering it was 
a mistake, did nut think it necagsary to pro- 
ceed further. 

Mr. Gladstone admitted that as far as an 
apology was concerned, the home secretary 
had done all that could be expected. But Mr. 
O’Brien, he said, was not only arrested within 
the precincts of the house, but was seized by a 
coustable without warrant.

The in- 
cident was not merely an innocent error; it 
was a procedure either carcless, or worse, 
which demanded an inquiry. If the attorney 
general persisted in his amendment, and if it 
was carried, he would move that the matter be 
referred to the committee on privileges. 

Sir Edward Clarke, adlicitor general, an- 
nounced thatthe government could not adopt 
Mr. Gladstone’s suggestion, there being no 
breach of privilege and nothing to refer to the 
comuinittee. 

Mr. Parnell said that the government would 
have taken a different course if it had been an 
English member and would have sent a detect- 
ive who knew the member wanted. He pro- 
tested against the duties which the govern- 
ment now thrusts upon the constables guard- 
ing parliament. Surely it wasa question of 
privilege whether members were entitled to 
gotoand from the house without being mo- 
lested. 

W. H. Smith, conservative leader, denied 
that the government imposed duties of espion- 
age upon any officers of the house. 

Jobn Morely, liberal, intimated that the 
opposition would allow Mr. Picton’s motion to 
be negatived without division. He then moved 
that matter be referred to the committee on 
privileges. Motion was rejected by a yote of 
246 to 151. 
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BRUCE IS RIGHT. 


The Colored Ex-Senator’s Views on the 
South American Exodus, 

INDIANAPOLIS, February 13,—Ex-Senator 
Blanche K. Bruce, formerly of Mississippi, 
but who is now a resident of this city, was 
today asked by a Journal reporter his opinion 
of the pe ed negro exodus to South Amer- 
ica and Liberia. The ex-senator replied: 

‘There isi anything in the so-called exo- 
dus to South America or to any other foreign 
land. The scheme originated with twoclasses 
—one composed of a few honest, simple- 
minded men without experience, and 
withont the  remotest conception of 
the magnitude of the venture; the 
other composed of sharpers who think they 
see in the proposed movement an opportunity 
to advance their personal fortune. Some of 
the latter class, | am informed, have recently 
appeared in northern communities as agents, 
soliciting money to hurry forward the work. 
To encourage such men is to put a premium on 
fraud, and in the estimation of the public do 
incalculable injury to the colored people of 
this country.” 

The ex-senator added that about a year go 
a promint official in Venezuela informed him 
that while that government would welcome 
immigration, it desired only such as would be 
self-sustaining for a year asa guarantee against 
the possibility of becoming a public charge. 
In conclusion, Mr. Bruce said: 

‘‘We may as well abandon, once for all, the 
impracticable scheme of colonization, and de- 
velop our energies to the work of disciplining 
and informing the negroes intellectually an 
morally that they may be ready for the battle 
of life at home.”’

pany in 1881, bat have never, heretofore, been 
issued, The Carolina company is also to have,

thousand doHar loan, a majority of the stock 
of the New York and Charleston Warehouse 
and Navigation company.

Meaning the Meeting of the Police 
Commissioners Lagt Night 


CRIM’S RESIGNATION ACCEPTED, 


And Captain Mereer Suspended—it is Now 
Captain’ Wright and Station House 
Keeper Joyner—Other News,

The beard of police commissioners met last 
evening, and transacted some very important 
business. There were present Chairman 
English and Commissioners Martin, Stevens, 
Brotherton and Goldsmith. 

The first business after the board was called 
to order was action upon the following resigna- 
tion: 

Hoacrabie Board Police Commissioners: I hereby 
tend«r my resignation as captain ot police, to take 
take effect on the 24th inst. Thanking you for past 
favors, | am respectfully,’ W. M. Crim, 

Captain Police. 

The resignation was accepted upon motion 
of Captain Brotherton. 

The reports of the captains, the station house 
keepers and thechef were read, and bills 
amounting to $281.61 were approved -and 
passed up. Of that amount it might be inter- 
esting to know that $115.71 was for 1,653 pris- 
oners’ meals at 7 cents per meal. 

A PRETTY COMPLIMENT. e 

Mr. Martin then laid the following resolu- 
tion before the board: 

The board of police commissioners having been 
tendered the resignation of Captain W. M. Crim, so 
long connected with the police force of the cliy of 
Atlanig, be it 

Resoived by this board, That we hereby commend 
the long services of Captain Crim for his taithfulness 
and efficiency, and reluctantly accept his resigna- 
tion, and tender him our sincere wishes for success 
in whatever new calling he may see fit to engage. 

Be it further resolved, Thata copy of these reso- 
lutions be furnished Captain Crim, and they be 
spread upon tne minutes. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

IT 18 CAPTAIN JIM WRIGHT. 

The question then arose as to the propriety 
of an immediate election to fill the vacancy 
caused by Captain Crim’s resignation. It was 
decided to elect an officer, with the under- 
standing that his holding office .was not to 
commence until February 24. 

Mr. Martin nominated J.C. Joyner; Mr. 
Brotherton nominated J. M. Wright; Mr. 
Stevens nominated J. B. Moon; Mr. Goldsmith 
nominated G. W. Lyman and Captain English 
nominated J. A. Thompson. Each member of 
the board had made a nomination,and Captain 
English made the proposition that a compro- 
mise be made on his candidate, ‘‘Colonel’’ 
Thompson. The police officers named for the 
position have each asplendid record and the 
balloting was lively. On the fourth ballot Sta- 
tionhouse-keeper Wright was chosen c%ptain 

Mr. Joyner was then unanimously elected 
to the position of station house keeper, and to 
fill the position of private left vacant by Mr. 
Joyner, supernumerary J. W. Veal was 
chosen. 

* Chief Connolly then stated that the depart- 
ment had need of four to six new supernuimer- 
aries, and R. M. West, A. P. Baldwin, J. A. 
Lynan, T. C. Ryan, add Ed Walton were 
chosen supernumeraries. 2 

AGAINST CAPTAIN MERCER, 

The chief was then ordered to read the 
charges against Captain Mercer. The charge 
was as follows: 

“Violating rule 31. Specification: In this that 
the said J. [. Mercer,a captain of police foree,and at 
the time betug on duty, did maltreat and use annee- 
essary violence to a prisoner. All thisinthe city 
of Atlanta, Ga., on the 12th day of December, 1887, 

A. B. COXNOLLY, Chief Police.”’ 

Captain Mercer plead not guilty. The rule 
31 referred to is section 589 of the city code, 
and reads: 

“No memberof the police force shall wilfally 
maltreat or use unnecessary violence toa prisoner 
ora citizen. Ie must never use bis club or fir2arms 
except in most urgent cases of self-defense.’’ 

The violation referred to was in the case of 
a prisoner named Divine, about the 10th of 
last December. Captain Couch {Stationhouse- 
keeper Foute, [Patrolman MecCallough, Mr. 
James Malloy, Mr. J. H. Griffin and Mr. 
Julian Varnadoe were called as witnesses on 
the side of the city, while Patrolman C. M. 
Hudson, Detective Buchanan, J. A. Lynan 
and Guest were witnesses for the de- 
fense. The testimeny of all showed 
that Divine was arrested by Pa- 
trolman McCullough,” who was  after- 
wards joined by Captain Mercer. The priso- 
ner from the first resisted being carried to the 
stationhouse, biting, kickimg and striking. On 
the way to the stationhouse Captain Mercer 
struck the prisoner a light blow with his stick, 
but his action in ¢his respect was not crit- 
icised. After. the  stationhouse was 
reached, the prisoner's arms were turned 
leose. He was drunk, nndoubdtedly, bat testi- 
mony varied as to how farthe prisoner’s intox- 
ication prevented his doing injury. As soon 
as the prisoner was released, he put himself in 
an offensive attitade, and cursed Captain Mer- 
cer in a vile manner. Then the captain struck 
the ‘eee Blood poured from the 
wound, and the prisoner was locked 
up. The testimony of Messra. Malloy 
and Gritfin differed very materially from that 
of the other witnesses as how the blow was 
struck, whether with one hand or two, the 
amount of blood that flowed, the language 
used, and as to the danger that might have 
been apprehended from the prisoner's position 
and actions. The question simply was the 
blow inthe stationhouse struck because Captain 
Mercer was cursed, or because be was com- 
pelled to do so in actual self-defense.’ And 
upon that very point there was most difference 
in the testimony. After all the witnesses had 
been examined they were released, and further 
action was deferred until the secret session.
